In June the town received from C.A. Hazlett, executor of the will 


of Caroline A. Weeks, two legacies of one thousand dollars éach for 


17 


the benefit of its schools and roads, subject to the following condi- 
tions : | 
EXTRACT FROM THE WiLL or Carouine A. WEEKS. 

Section Fifteenth : ‘I give and bequeath unto the town of Green- 
land the sum of one thousand dollars, and the income arising there- 
from, but in no event the principal sum, or any part thereof, shall be 
used by said town for the support of its town free public school.” 

Section Sixteenth: “I give and bequeath unto said town of 
Greenland, the sum of one thousand dollars and the interest or in- 
come arising therefrom, but in no event the principal sum or any 
part thereof, shall be used by said town in the improvement and bet- 
terment ofsuch of the roads of said town as lie within a radius of 
half a mile of the Weeks Public Library Building.” 


Section Twenty-first : ‘‘I expressly direct that the bequest here- 
in made to the town Greenland shall be invested by the said town of 
Greenland only in bonds of the United States or in bonds of the 
states of Maine, New Hampshire, Massachusetts, Rhode Island and 
Connecticut, or in the bonds of the city of Portsmouth or of other 
‘cities in New England, whose population exceeds ten thousand and 
whose net debt is not in excess of five per cent. of the last preced- 
ing valuation of property therein for taxation.” 

From these legacies there was deducted the inheritance tax of 6 
percent. making the amount received. from each legacy, nine hun- 
dred and forty dollars. 

In order to make the nine hundred and forty dollars for the 
schools available the selectmén appropriated from the surplus school 
money of 1898, one hundred thirty four dollars and eighty two cents 
and bought a one thousand dollars 3 4 per cent. City of Quincy, 
Mass., bond for $1074 82. 

The $940 for the benefit of the roads are on deposit awaiting the 
necessary appropriation to’ bring it within reach of the donator’s in- 


tentions,

The Board ot Education and the families of the Bayside 
were very sorry that Miss (;ertrude Chapman, who, for a dozen years 
had been the faithful and efficient teacher of the Bayside school was 
obliged, on account of ill health, to resign her position soon after the 
beginning of the Spring term. Miss Mabel P. Weeks took her place, 
and taught for the remainder of that term, and eight weeks of the 
Fall term, when she, too, because of ill health, was obliged to give it 
up. The Board were fortunate in securing the services of Miss 
M. P. Neal of Newfields, who is now managing the school with good 
success. The number of scholars is twenty, eleven boys and nine 
girls. pi 
During a considerable part of the year, the school has suffered 
for lack of proper discipline. Each of the teachers has found it dif- 
ficult to maintain good order. Scholars have been disobedient in 
school and ill behaved out of school. It does not belong to the 
Board to regulate the childlife at home, but there is a close connec- 
tion between the home and the school. The lack of good moral 
training at home is likely to show itself in the conduct of the children 
at school. Parents have a right to demand that those who teach 
their children be well qualified for the work. ‘They have a right also. 
‘to express their opinion concerning the qualifications of the teachers, 
but they should be careful not say anything before their children 
which might induce disobedience or disrespect. Their influence 
should be given to support the teacher in the maintenance of good 
order.. | 

The teacher of the North school is Miss Lillian G. Chapman, 
who has had the care of it for three years. She has become well ac- 
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quainted with the scholars, and they with her, and this mutual . 
acquaintance, with the other needed qualifications, has been of great 


advantage to the school. The number of scholars is~ thirty-six, 


twenty-six boys and ten girls. 


The South school is taught by Miss Lois D. Beck, who has been 
its teacher for three years, and the same remark concerning the North 
school with regard to the value of the continuance of the same teach- 
ers in successive years, may be made concerning this school. <A 
teacher needs to know her scholars well in order to teach them 


The school numbered twenty-five, ten boys and fifteen girls. 


The length of all the schools this year is thirty-six weeks, a long- 


er school term than we have had for many years. 


The town is now one district, and some liberty of choice 
has been allowed to parents as to which school they may send their 
children. But there is need of some limitation to their choice, or 
one school may be overcrowded, and another school not have schol- 
ars enough. As a general rule, it will be well to make the old dis- 
trict boundary lines determine the schoul to which children shall go. 
It would be:a still better way to have all the schools concentrated at 
the Parade, and there be one Primary, one Intermediate, and one 
High school. But at present we have not the school buildings nec- 
_ essary for such an arrangement. 

The High School has had the same teacher as last year, Miss 
Della E. Hapgood. The perfect order of the school, the studious 
and cheerful respect of the scholars, and the skilful method of the 
teacher in conducting the recitations, all impress a visitor most 
pleasantly, and attest the value of the school. ‘The number of schol- 
ars is twenty-two, eight boys and fourteen girls. Some parents have 
wished that the course of study might be more feasible, and their 
children allowed more of a choice in the studies persued. But with 
one teacher only this change would be hardly possible. ‘The pre- 
scribed four years’ course is designed to embrace as many studies as 
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can be advantageously pursued in this limited time. The object of 
the High School is not to finish the education, but to lay well the 
foundation for future and higher attainments, to teach the scholars 
how to study and to inspire them with a love of learning. This we 
trust our High School is doing ; and our Public Library affords 
every increasing opportunity for post graduate study. 

Mrs. J. A. Spaulding has been employed in the High School to 
give an hour a week for instructions in singing, and her own en- 
thusiasm in music here had a manifest effect in inciting the scholars 
to acquire this very desirable accomplishment. It would be a good 
thing if musical instructions were given in all our schools. 

At the last session of the Legislature an act was passed author- — 
izing two or more towns to unite in employing a superintendent who | 
shall give his whole time to the care of schools, and the State offers 
to pay one-half of his salary Such a method of superintending 
would be far more effective than the present method, and well de- 


serves the attention of our citizens and its adoption by them.:

Library Trustees’ Report, March, 1898. 


The Library Trustees make the following report. In com- 
pliance with Section 7, of Chapter 118, of the Laws of 1895, the 
Trustees of the town library submit the following report : Shortly 
after the annual town meeting of 1897 the trustees took steps to es- 
tablish the town library in some accessible place that would meet the 
approval and requirements of the State Board of Library Commis- 
sioners, and proposed to fit up the gallery of the town hall in the 
Brackett Academy building for that purpose, and they received from 
the State the $100 worth of books furnished to towns maintaining a 
public library. The very generous proposal of Mrs. Caroline A. 
Weeks to build and donate to the town a suitable library building 
caused us to suspend further action at that time. Since the erection 
of the Weeks library the town trustees have made active efforts to 
collect books, and we now have some 1,035 valuable volumes ready 
to place in the library building, if accepted by the town.

We _ have expended for supplies and incidentals, and express 
charges; $20 87. We have purchased 411 volumes of standard 
works, and some modern fiction for $280 og, having at present $37.- 
14 on hand, most of which is due for books ordered but not yet re- 
ceived. ‘These books added to those donated as stated above, and 
the volumes of State Reports and Regimental Histories belonging to 
the town, make a total of 1,037 volumes with which to open the li- 
brary. Of this number, it 1s safe to estimate at least 700 books are 
of kinds that are of general interest to readers and will be in circu- 
lation. Aad we are confident that the library will prove of great in- — 


terest and benefit to every inhabitant of the town. 


REPORT OF LIBRARY TRUSTEES, MARCH, 1899. 


The ‘Trustees of the Weeks Public Library of Greenland, re- 
spectfully submit to the town the second annual report of the town 
library, and since their first report the memorial library building, 
given by Mrs. Caroline A. Weeks to the town, has been occupied 
and the library opened to the public. . . 

With such a beautiful and well furnished home the library could 
not but create great interest on the part of the citizens ; but such a 
complete success as the library has proved to be in the distinctive 
sense of distribution of books, and as a reading room, was unlooked 
for by the trustees. The use of the library by both old and young, 
the information and pleasure derived by all who have availed them- 


rr 
selves of its privileges will always keep the donor in grateful remem- 


brance ; and the expense incurred by the town for its maintenance 


will be considered by every one a profitable investment. 


If it is borne in mind that there are but 139 families in the town, 
many of them residing several miles from the library, the following 
synopsis of the number of books issued will show how the library 
has been received and made use of by the people of the town. The 
library has been open twice a week since May 21, 1898. There 
have been books taken out since that time to March 1, 1899, 4,576 
times, There has been an average of 174 books in the hands of 
readers all the time. There have been on the average 56 books 
taken out each time the library was opened. During pleasant 
weather and good traveling there have been as many as 88 books 
taken out in dne afternoon and evening ; and no matter how diffi- 
cult the roads, the library has not been opened without some visitors 
and at least rr books taken out. On two other occasions only were 
there less than 25 books withdrawn,—usually 65 to 70, the average 
being less than this number because of several very stormy days when 


few books were taken. 


The total number of volumes in the library are 1,528. Of these, 
938 are fiction, 78 biography, 140 history, 48 travel, and 3 24 re- 
ligious, scientific, and miscellaneous, or books of reference. 


There have been presented to the library in the past year, 419 
volumes : Mr. Thomas Salter, 69 volumes ; Mrs. F. M. Perkins, 
62 ; Mrs. Mary A. Brewster, 30; Miss Susan Christie, 28 ; Dr. J. W. 
Odell, 14 ; W. P. Chadwick, Esq., 15 ; Mrs. J. A. M. Chapman, 
g ; from the State Library, 84 ; and from a number of others whose 
names are recorded at the library. There have been purchased 269 


books. 


The trustees have received from the annual appropriation 


from the - town $150 ; from the tax required to be raised for the 
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support of town libraries, $56.10 ; and from donations, etc:, 
$54.32 ; a total of $260.42. | 

We have expended for books, $150.16 ; express, $4 20 ; sup- 
plies, $122.70; fuel, $55.35 ; light, $9.78 ; librarian, $25. ; leaving 
a balance due the trustees of $16.77. 

Considering the great demand for books, and inquiries for those 
we have not got, the trustees venture to ask the town for $50, in ad- 
dition to the annual appropriation of $150. We estimate the ex- 
penses for the next year to be: Librarian, $30; fuel, $50; light 
$20 ; supplies and repair of books, $25 ; care of grounds, washing 
windows, etc., $5 ; making $130, and leaving $126 for books if we 


have $200 from the town and $56 from the tax required by law. 


REPORT OF LIBRARY TRUSTEES, MARCH, 1900. 

The Trustees of the Weeks Public Library of Greenland, 
respectfully submit to the town their third annual report, congratulat- 
ing the town on the success of the library, and on the continued 
interest shown by all who are able to avail themselves of its advanta- 
ges. There is no sum of money expended by the town that is of 
such direct benefit to so large a number of the inhabitants as the ap- 
propriatizn for the maintenance of the library and the purchase 
of books, except only that for the schools ; and certainly there 
is none that gives so much general pleasure. bra 

We have, at the present time, 2,190 volumes. Of these, 
1,286 are fiction, 90 biography, 193 history, 70 travel, and 551 relig- 
ious, scientific, and books of reference. | 

The library has been open every Wednesday and Saturday after- 
noon and evening during the year; and there has never been a 
day, however stormy, that some persons have not called for 
books both afternoon and evening. Books have been taken out 
5.294 times during the year, —an average of 51 books each day 
the library was open. The largest number taken out on any one day 
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was 103; the smallest, 12. Of the 5,294 books taken out, 5,066 have 
been fiction, and 238 history, travel, etc. 


There have been presented to the library during the year; from 
the State, 9 volumes ; from Miss Annie Philbrick, 8; Mr. J. S. Frink 
3; Mr. John P. Weeks, 1 ; Greenland Book club, 1 ; Mr. and Mrs. Wil- 
liam A. Pierce, 1; from others, 91; and a set of 46 vols. of 
Rees Encyclopedia and 2 vols, of Brewster’s Rambles about Ports- 
mouth, from the Portsmouth Athenzum. 


The trustees have received from the town the annual appropria- 
tion of $200. ; from the tax required to be raised by law for support 
of a town library, $56.10; for two books’ replaced by the town that 
has to be destroyed, $1.18 ; book returned. $.14 ; a total of $257.42 ; 
from which.must be deducted $16.77, balance due former year, 
eaving $ 240.65 available, with which we have purchased 303 books 
at a cost of $137.72; fuel, $36.; light, $14.12; librarian, $30. ; sup- 
plies and cleaning, $10.25 ; express charges, $2 70; a total of £230.- 
79; leaving a balance of cash on hand, $9.86. There has been re- 
ceived from book fines, $7.55, out of which $6. has been spent in re- 
pairs ; and there is a balance of $1.55 on hand. 


_ The books purchased this year have largely been from clearance 
sales and mark-downs, though some new recent editions have been 
purchased. We obtain from the dealers a discount of one-third 
from the publishers’ list price. Should any citizen of the town desire 
to purchase any book sold by the book dealers in Boston, we can ob- 
tain it for them, through the library, at the same discount, plus the 
cost of express or postage ; and we shall be glad to make the library 
n additional benefit to the people of the town in this way. 

Up to this time there has been out Jittle repair on books needed, 
but this item of expense must necessarily fncrease. We urge upon 
people as much care of the books taken from the library as is consis- 
tent with their free use, — that they may be kept as clean as possible, 
and that the covers are not bent back in reading, which soon Ges- 
troys the binding. Al! that can be saved in this way from repairs 
will go to purchase additional volumes. » 

As the library appropriation was an annual one, it is unnecessary 
to ask that any vote be had for money at this time,
